The official football rules for 19"8 


h a v e just be* n Issued by W alter Camp 


of Yale, one of the leading members 


of tie* intercollegiate rules com m ittee. 
T he changes in the regulations un 
this w a r ar<* not as Im portant as in 
many years past, yet they have a de­ 
cided effect on various phases of the 
game. 
W hile the basic nature o* th** 
changf s has been hinted at by taleut- 
led 
guessv-rs on certain newspaper 
I the official text of the com m ittee’s al- 
j term ions is now for the first t ine 
i placed before the general public, and 
i- a- follows; 
In order to render the rules ami pen 
alti- s 
more 
consistent, it was voted 
that rules 21 and 25, which in some 
in.-lances differ from the general Hat 
should be made to read: 
“ I/Oss of 15 yards, points to be gain 
ed and number of down to remain un 
changed.” 
It was also determined that all pen 
allies for fouls, except penalties under 
forward pass, may be declined by the 
offend«*! side. This, however, in cases 
w here the penalty includes disqualiti 
cation, does not save the player troin 
being put out of the game.

BANKS’ 
TREASURES 
IN 
HOTEL. 


W h e n M oneyed M e n of M a in e Feared 
for T h e ir Gold. 


For two years, from 1812 to 1814. 
the treasure of all the banks if th» 
Forest City lay in the parlor <>! the 
Marrett. house in Standlsh village, and 
as evidence of the fact to-day upon the j 
parlor door can be '**r*n th** huge lock 
which was placed ’her.* nearly a c e n ­ 
tury ago to add 
safeguard 
to 
th«* 
treasure. 
During the war of F12 the bankers 
of Portland thought tln*ir treasure waBj 
in danger of being looted by the Brit j 
ish forces, and in casting about tor a j 
safe place their choice fell upon the j 
town of Standish 
and the Marrett 
house as a depository for the treasure. 
Loaded upon a six-ox cart and guarded 
closelv. the money, thousands of do! 
lars of it, was transported 16 m iles 
and deposited in the place of safety, 
where it remained for two years with 
a guard of but one man to watch it. 
The door of the parlor in which the 
money was placed was re-enforced by 
a h«-avy lock having a brass handle, 
and extra supports were placed under 
the floor of the room to sustain the 
enormous weight of wealth. The house 
is still owned by descendants of Rev. 
Mr. Merrett and is one of the oldest 
of the town.—Lewiston Journal.

distribution of the 
fungus.

would even yet cause the spread of 
this disease to such an extent 
that 
much damage would result to th«* po­ 
tato crop. 
This same disease was collected last 
season as early as August 8, and past 
seasons as follow s:

The late blight ami rot o f potatoes 
may he prevented 
by spraying fre­ 
quently with Bordeaux mixture, made 
of four pounds blue vitrol and four or 
live pounds of lime to 50 gallons

1 y, and repeating the spray at eight 
t< ten day intervals till crop is mature 
The more frequent spraying Is neces 
sary later in the season. 
The increase 
in 1906 from spraying as above wa­ 
in to 45 bushels m arketable potatoes 
p«*r acre* upon the late crop. 
FXrur 
sprayings may yet be required upon 
very late plantings. 
Delay ;u treat- 
ment is unwis**. 
Instructions tor malting and apply .n 
th e spray are contained in th«- Spray 
Calendar (Bulletin 147), which will 
be sent frt*e upon application.
